“Upon going from trials where 
there are no women jurors,” Mrs. 
Mangold said, ‘“‘to a state where 
women serve, one cannot fail to 
note the difference. The entire 
tone of the proceedings is raised. 
The process of trying a fellow mem- 
ber of the community for some 
crime or misdemeanor becomes 
more serious and more dignified— 
a matter in which the community 
is seriously concerned.” 

»>Mrs. Mangold stated that the 
feel, inasmuch as they have the 
long time has been interested in 
the question of jury service for 
women, and in many states has 
worked for constitutional changes 
so women might be eligible for 
jury duty.

Furthérmore, says she, one- 
fifth of the women in the United 
States are engaged in gainful or- 
cupations and several million more 


are members of women’s organiza- 


tions which are endeavoring 10 
educate their members in _ the 
duties of citizenship. Much of this 
information is available to women 
not members of these organiza- 
tions. 

Mrs. Mangold thinks that women, 
as a whole, are quite as well quali- 
fied for jur vice as men. While, 
she states; it is argued that the poor 
working woman could not afford to 
serve as a juror, it is just as true 
that the jury pay would mitigate 
this difficulty. Then, she says, the 
poor woman’s salary loss could be 
spared better than that of her hus- 
band, and the wife’s service would 
allow her husband to be called for 
duty only half as often. 

The belief that women should be 
kept in ignorance of the unsavory 
side of the courts is out of date in 
this age, when women realize that 
ignorance ig not innocence, Mrs. 
Mangold states. Disagreeable court 
matters are apt to concern both

Smith is a grandson of both Sir 
Frank Smith and Hugh Ryan, asso- 
ciates of Lord Strathcona, both ralil- 
road builders and two of the earli- 
est millionaires in Canada. As their 
heir Smith was at one time enor- 
mously wealtny. It is reported he 
was a victim of the notorious Wil- 
liam Cooper Hobbs, Montague Noel 
Newton and Roderick Morrison 
gang. Hobbs was the principal fig- 
ure in the notorious blackmail trial 
involving ‘“‘Mr. A,”’ who turned out 
to be the Maharajah Hari Singh 
of Jammu and Kashmir. One re- 
port said these men were appointed 
a committee of inspection of the 
Smith inheritance. 

It is reported Smith, in 10 years, 
dissipated a fortune of $10,000.000 
and then borrowed from Hobbs 
and Newton. 

Divorced From American Wife. 

Smith was married in 1912 to 
Ruth Wynne and was divorced in 
192% She received in settlem2nt 
a substantial share of Smith’s for- 
tune. Smith took as jis second 
wife, Miss Catherine White, by 
whom he has three children. He 
is a near neighbor of Derham, who 
is said to have given’ lessons in 
automobile driving to Mrs. Smith. 

Derham in 1911 married Miss 
Consuelo de Cologan, a daughter 
of the Marquis de Torre Herm)Dsa. 
For the last few vears he has been 
living apart from his wife. Both 
Smith and Derham are graduates 
of Eton, where they were school- 
mates. Derham, was 40 and Smith 
37 years of age. 

Smith once was in the Dragoon 
Guards. In the great war he foined 
the Canadian forces as a private. 
Derham was graduate of Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and was a 
captain in the war.

Two Deaths Laid to Heat. 

Many narrow escapes were re- 
ported, but no lives wete lost in 
New Rochelle. -In this city two 
deaths were attributed to the heat, 
which dropped about 10 degrees 
during the storm, but immediately 
thereafter began a steady rise. High 
humidity added to the discomfort. 
These conditions prevailed through- 
out the East, Washington swelter- 
ing at 98 degrees in the greatest 
heat outside the desert area. The 
Weather Bureau could give no 
promise of immediate relief. 

The storm broke over New York 
at 11 o’clock and in New Rochelle 
at 11:45, the heavy downpour at 
the latter place lasting 1 hour and 
10 minutes. The tornado-like blast 
struck its heaviest blow at the in- 
tersection of Warren street, Union 
avenue and Van Guilder terrace, 
where no tree was left standing. 
Skylights were blown in, houses 
partially unroofed and plate-glass 
windows throughout the city shat- 
tered, but the chief havoc was done 
by trees that hit dwellings as they 
crashed to earth. 

Lightning Fires College Tower. 

Lightning struck the brick and 
wood tower on The Castle, admin- 
istration building of the College of 
New Rochelle, now closed for the 
summer, setting it on fire. Several 
instructors at work on the first 
floor escaped unhurt. The fire de- 
partment extinguished the flames, 
but the tower was damaged badly. 
A score of trees in various parts of 
the city were fired by falling power 
wires and gave the firemen a busy 
hour responding to alarms. 

Dr. James Brennan, New Ro- 
chelle physician, was driving his 
-automobile when a tree crashed 
across the street, knocking off the 
front bumper and damaging the 
mud guards, but he was not in- 
jured. Fire Commissioner Paul 
Borchard reported a falling tree 
cut his garage in half and smashed 
the front end of a sedan housed in 
it. His house also was damaged 
badly and every tree in his yard 
| broken or blown down. 

Trees of Prohibited Species. 

Most of the trees destroyed were 
poplars and the residents recalled 
that it was through recommenda-; 
tions of City Forester Thomas 
Wade that the Legislature passe 
a bill forbidding future planting 
of these easily uprooted trees.

47 BELIEVED LOST IN 
NOVA SCOTIA STORM 


| Government Searchers Aban- 
don Hope for Crews of Two 
Fishing Schooners. 


By the Associated Press. 

HALIFAX, N. 8S., Aug. 14.—For- 
ty-seven fishermen were missing 
tonight, a week after the storm 
which is believed to have struck 
the Nova Scotia fishing industry 
the most disastrous blow in loss 
of lives and ships in recent his- 
tory. 

While Government searchers to- 
day abandoned hope for the 25 
members of the crew of the Lun- 
enberg schooner Sylvia Mosher, 
grave fears were expressed for the 
first time for the La Have schoon- 
er Sadie Knickle and her crew of 
22. The Sadie Knickle, long over- 
due, was last seen near the Sylvia 
Mosher, off Sable Island, before 
the storm. It was feared that both 
crews had perished in the hurri- 
cane that tore the Sylvia Mosher 
from her anchorage and drove her 
ashore on the island, a total wreck, 
and left no trace to indicate the 
fate of the Sadie Knickle. 

“There is practically no hope 
that a single one of the crew is 
alive,’’ said Capt. Sutherland of the 
ed bg steamer Lady Laurier. 
which returned today after an un- 
successful search for survivors of 
the Sylvia Mosher wreck.

WHITE PINE CAMP, N. Y., Aug. 
14.—President Coolidge’s new plan 
for farm relief mentioned by his 
spokesmen following the visit here 
yesterday of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover involves creation of a huge 
private banking pool with ready 
credit for co-operative marketing 

associations, it developed today. 

Secretary Hoover is credited with 
originating the idea, which is sup- 
posed to follow the lines of the 
Northwest Finance Association, cre- 
ated when the farm situation was 
criticized two or three years ago by 
Eugene Meyer Jr., managing 4di- 
rector of the War Finance Cerpora- 
tion. This.association made up a 
/pool of. $25,000,000 subscribed in 
New York and other financial cen- 
ters to help farm banks. 

Private, Not U. S. Funds. 

From such information as is 
available today it appears that 
President Coolidge hopes to carry 
out the administration farm relief 
program—which failed when the 
Fess amendment was lost in the last 
session of Congress—pby unofficial 
methods, with private banking in- 
terests supplying the credit for co- 
operatives. For this reason it is 
presumed a pool of $100,000,000 
the amount carried tn the Fess 
amendment, will be attempted. 

The spokesmen gave out yester- 
day that in a general way the pro- 
posal is to organize banks, mort- 
gage loan houses and insurance 
companies into an instrumentality 
to give the farmers credit. What 
was regarded a development in the 
Plan today was: the visit to the 
president of Charles H. Barrett, 
head of the National Farmer's 
Union. 

Plan Merely Incubating 

According to information today 
the new farm plan is at present 
only in the stage of consideration. 
The individual or organization to 
whom President Coolidge will en- 
trust the formation of the pool 
is not disclosed nor does it seem 
entirely certain that the plan wiil 
be put into effect. Secretary 
Hoover has left for California and 
it is believed he will not partici- 
pate in it further. Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine to whom the 
President might turn for advice be- 
fore attempting any new farm re- 
lief movement, has not been sum- 
moned to White Pine Camp. 

It was pointed out today that the 
pool organized several years ago 
did not require the full amount of 
the subscriptions. Banks of the 
farm sections which held frozen 
paper were strengthened by the'| 
existence of the fund upon which | 
they could draw.

Unless general rains fall in the 
State in the next few days the 
August forecast issued by the de- 
partment and the United» States 
Bureau of Agricultural Economies, 
showing a condition of 74 per cent 
of normal for corn and an estimat- 
ed corn crop of 185,845,000 bushels 
of corn, will be materially reduced, 
it was stated. 

Corn Crop Late. 

The forecast of a 1926 corn crop 
of 185,845,000 bushels is based up- 
on an estimated yield of 27.23 
bushels an acre from 6,825,000 
acres planted in corn this year. 
The crop is 1925 totaled 201,338,- 
000 bushels from 6,825,000 acres, 
the acreage being the same as this 
year. The average annual yield 
for the last five years has been 
183,041,000 bushels. 

Wheat Grades Hich. 

The wheat crop harvested in Mis- 
souri this year is estimated at 19,- 
470,000 bushels, from 1,298,090 ac- 
res, averaging 15 bushels an acr». 
This production ran more than 
5,000,000 bushels higher than the 
department’s estimate of 14,140,- 
000 bushels last June, based "pon 
a crop condition at that time of 
69 per cent of normal. In 1925 
wheat crop totaled 21,965.000 
bushels. The wheat yield was 
much better in the southern part 
ef Missouri than in the northern 
section, where there was consid- 
erable loss from winter kill. Th 
wheat is grading high ‘n virtual- 
ly all sections, much of # grading 
60 to 64 pounds a bushel.

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service, an _ ex-officio 
member of the commission, and ar- 
chitects belonging to it, brought 
this idea from a recent tour of 
Western cities. Kinsey wants the 
architects to inspect auditoriums 
at Cleveland and Memphis, with 
the particular view of determining 
finally if a sound-proof' curtain 
can be arranged to make the dou- 
ble stage practicable. 

“Great arena” will be the name 
of the larger unit, on the second 
level of the structure. Since a 
cardinal principle in the design 
will be to provide for quick. en- 
trance and egress of crowds and 
ease in taking equipment, § dis- 
plays, scenery and other things in 
and out, the arena will be reached 
from the exterior, on all four sides, 
by ramps on easy inclines, over 
which the audiences may walk, and 
fhorses, wagons and automobiles 
may be driven. This will facilitate 
particularly use of the place for 
circuses and horse shows. 

Main Floor Can Be Cleared. 

No columns will be used in sup- 
“porting the extensive roof of the 
arena, nor the roof of the theater. 
Thousands of seats in the arena 
will be of permanent nature in bal- 
conies, but the remainder will be 
removable, so that the main floor 
may be cleared when desired. This 
arrangement will make the arena 
better suited in many respects for 
spectacles than the Coliseum. 

The stage will be at one end, big 
enough to hold great choruses and 
the largest orchestras. The arena 
will be to the south and the the- 
ater, or music auditorium, to the 
north.

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LARGE SUM IN 
CITY LIGENSE TAX 


ight to Collect Merchants’ 
Levy on Its Total Sales 
Disputed by International 
Shoe Co. 


A very large sum in license taxes, 
the umount of which he could not 
estimate, would be lost to the city, 
License Collector Chapman de- 
clared yesterday, if the city is un- 
able to establish its right to tax St. 
Louls wholesale concerns on the 


total amount of their sales, regard- 
less of the place of manufacture or 
sale of goods, under a proposed suit 
against the International Shoe Co. 

This company is the only one 
which has raised this question, the 
Collector said, but an upset of the 
city’s contention would permit va- 
rious other concerns to reduce their 
license tax payments. 

The International Shoe Co. is li- 
censed as a manufacturer, but not 
as a merchant, but this year for 
the first time. Collector Chapman 
‘has sought to levy on its business 
‘as a merchant. A merchant's li- 
cense will not be issued, however, 
| while the proposed suit is pending. 
Prior to 1924 the company made 
its return on the basis of total 
business, including sales of shoes 
manufactured out of the city. Then 
it raised the contention that it was 
carrying on an_ interstate com- 
merce and could only be taxed by 
the city on sales of goods made 
within the city. 

History of the Controversy. 

In 1924 the company made a re- 
turn on $15,000,000 worth of man- 
ufactures in St. Louis and the Col- 
lector assessed it for $76,000,000 in 
additional sales. The company took 
its objection to the State Supreme 
Court and a commissioner of that 
tribunal ruled in the company’s 
favor, although it was shown all 
the goods were shipped to St. Louis 


as the distributing center. While 
the case was pending, a 1925 return 
was made by the company on about 
$15,000,000 of locally made goods, 
but the Collector assessed it for 
$79,000,000 more, as before. 

The city tried unsuccessfully to

Rediscount Rate Brought in Line. 

“The increase in the rediscount 
rate of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York to 4 per cent, bringing 
the local rate fer accommodations 
in line with that at the other 11 in- 
stitutions in the system, Was, per- 
haps, the event that came as the 
.week's-greatest surprise. Indisput- 
able signs of an adjustment was 
seen in the forward creeping move- 
ment in the price of money. and the 
withdrawals of call loans in re- 
sponse to demands for funds from 
the interior, but the authorities gen- 
erally had reckoned that the 3% 
per cent rate would stand until au- 
tumn. There is nothing unusual 
about a slight tightening in rates at 
this period of the year when the 
seasonal demands for funds with 
which to move the agricultural 
crops multiply until they reach a 
peak in October. A marked scarci- 
ty in the number of new capital 
fiotations indicates confidence on 
the part of borrowers, presumably, 
that money rates will undergo no 
pronounced change in the imme- 
diate future. The future trend in 
money will depend primarily upon 
whether the autumn brings further 
material expansion in industry or a 
modest recession. At the present 
moment slowly rising rates-are in- 
dicated, but ne dear money. 
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Agricultural Situation. 

“That our agricultural sections | 
may expect a satisfactory year is 
the logical conclusion suggested by 
the latest official estimate on the 
crop bpt if the farmer makes more 
money this year than he did last 
year it will probably be through his 
greater diligence in saving and 
economizing. Growers of winter 
~wheat are in a favored position by 
» reason of the large crop predicted 
for this country and the short Ca- 
na@ian output. Aug. 1 calculations 
indicate a total yield of wheat in 


this country of 839,000,000 bushels 


or 173,000,000 more than last year. 
That farmers may hope to realize a 
fair return on this bountiful crop !s 
at least suggested by the estimated 
100,000,000 bushel shrinkage in the 
Canadian yield. Present prospects 
are the South willl produce 15,621,- 
000 bales of cotton, or substantially 
more than had been expected, and, 
such a production, following the 
bumper crop of last year, would 
tend to hold down the price of the 
commodity. Whatever losses the 
cotton grower suffers In immediate 
purchasing power, however, will to 
a measure be offset, so far as the 
country’s general prosperity oes, 
by the Improvement thus estimated 
tn the cotton goods industry. The 
corn crop will be smaller than last 
year but nevertheless adequate.

I 
felt that I had discovered a new 
and easy way of making the ball 
zo much faster, and with little 
effort. After that, I tried to make 
the same shot again and again. 

Some Indifferent Teachers. 

And this leads us to the ques- 


tion of the value of professionatiter’s play. 


teachers in tennis, There are many, 
some very good, some indifferent. 
Almost every club has one or two. 
If a young player has the good 
fortune to be able to have a les- 
son, or several lessons a week with 


a teacher who understands the 
game and knows the strokes, it 
should help him a great deal in 
getting off to a good start. 

One sometimes sees a teacher 
who does not play a particularly 
good game, but who does know 
how to carry wver the idea of the 
best strokes of his pupil. Mlle. 
Lenglen's father, although he was 
not a professional, was highly suc- 
cessful in perfecting his daugn- 
He never was, I be- 


lieve, even a better class player 
himself. He is, however, a mar- 
velous critic, and understande all 
of the finer points in tennis. His 
coaching, along with his daugh- 
ter’s natural ability, brought out a 
game which is as close to perfect, 
as any human, I venture to say, 
can hope to develop. 

Many sport-loving fathers are 
eager to have their daughters play | 
a good game of tennis, and the in- 


terest of someone older means a 


great deal to a beginner. A little 
encouragement goes a long way. 
Where professional tennis teach- 
ers are scarce,. suggestions from 
someone are very valuable, especi- 
ally if the advice comes from a 
person who has seen the best play- 
ers in action. 


Poor Stroke Costly. 

Without any sort of instruction, 
the beginner is left to discover a 
great many things for himself. 
and often with difficulty. The 
danger lies in the fact that a young 
player may get off on some wrong 
track, waste time on a poor stroke, 
and ever afterward be burdened 
bv it. Bad habits are sometimes 
very hard to break. When lI first 
played tennis there were no pro- 
fessional teachers in Berkeley. But 
my father, when he found I loved 
the game, used to help me with 
my strokes now and then, and 
steered me away from any that 
seemed to him to be unorthodox. 

Another way in which the be- 
ginner can improve his game is by 
watching good players in action. 
Seeing even one match in which 
very clever players are taking part 
will help. And the more matches 
one watches, the more one’s mind 
becomes impressed with the pic- 
ture of graceful strokfng, correct 
timing, and the easy swing of well- 
played tennis.

Grain-baited ponds certainly at- 
tract water fowl, but the shooting 
does not compare with that ob- 
tained where conditions are entire- 
ly natural, furthermore, after duck: 
have been feeding on corn: for 
several weeks they lose that game)

But Flavor Is Different. 


Some ‘hunters claim that ducks 
taste alike, no matter what they 
eat, but they are only fooling 
themselves. 

For instance, the canvas back 
killed on the Maryland shores has 
always been considered the finest

First: Nests in the North have 
been robbed of their eggs by the 
thousands. 

Second: Feeding grounds and 
rest lakes have been destroyed by 
draining. 

Third: The population has in- 
creased, besides disease accounts 
for thousands. 


Our Prodigal Policy. 
It seems too bad that we of 
America have been so prodigal 


with our natural resources. 
Qur forests, fish and game have 


been sacrificed to the greed and 
desires of those who should know 
better. 

‘The,sportsmen of: Illinois en- 
joy a short open season on doves, 
while we of Missouri must pay 
$10.50 for an Illinois license or do 
without. 

It was@ad enough when our 
Federal Government saw fit to 
class the dove as a migratory bird 
along with the water fowl, but 
when Missouri placed a perpetual 
ban on shooting this fast flying, 
toothsame bird it was the last 
straw, and we are deprived of 
some mighty good sport, for when 
a dove comes driving across’ the 
field at a clip ich is not exceed- 
ed by the fastest flying duck there/ 
is quite akan in knocking him 
down.

ROM the days of the pony express, the 
. gospel of the postal service, seared into 

the spirit of the humblest employe, has 
been: ‘“‘The mail must arrive.’ Today air 
men blazon it upon starlit skies: “‘The mail 
must arrive.’”’ The mail does arrive. 

On the four corners of the Federal Build- 
ing are new large billboard signs advertis- 
ing the air mail of the Postoffice Department. 
On the sign is this sentence: 

“Letters mailed in St. Louis at 2:50 p. 
m. in Air Mail boxes downtown or at the 
main postoffice not later than 3:30 p. m. 
will arrive in the following cities as follows: 

Thereto is appended, in railroad time table 
form, a list of the larger cities of the coun- 
try from coast to coast and as far north as 
the Twin Cities. Note, please, the calm as- 
surance: ‘Will arrive.’’ ‘“‘New York 6:15 a. 
m. next day.”’ Overnight to New York! “San 
Francisco, 4:30 p. m. next day.’’ Over the 
Rockies and down to the Pacific in 24 hours! 

There is more than incredulity on some of 
the faces—most of the faces—that stop and 
study the table. Very patent doubt. ‘Yes, 
tomorrow morning in New York—maybe, if 
and but.’ Tne public, if the lean mailing 
in St. Louis can be taken as indication, does 
not yet accept its air mail as it does its 
railroad train. Though banks have learned 
to clear their Eastern checks almost exclu- 
sively by air, the general public uses the air 
mail as a novelty to send a souvenir greet- 
ing. If it arrives, well and good. If not— 
oh, well, no importance anyway. Business, 
which clamors for quick delivery of its custo- 
mers’ freight to Texas, clings to the slow 
railway mail and quite generally neglects the 
advantages that the air mail is eager to con- 
fer.

One day last week, this reporter followed 
the mail on the first leg of its journey to 
New York over night and San Francisco in 
24 hours.

UFFICIENT proof has been adduced 
to show our present system of direct 

primary needs revision, if the day shall 

ever come, that the people can elect 
whom they believe best fitted to serve

In the last mayorality campaign the 
people voiced their displeasure with the 
upbuilding of powerful political me- 
chines: they wanted a Mayor who would 
serve them as a servant and not as a 
dictator, but seemingly it is impossible 
to get any one now to serve 45 such. No 
sooner is a man elected to office but hie 
first acts are to start a personal machine 
for his private future use; that the peo- 
ple resented this is clearly shown in the 
last election.

Mextico’s Religious Troubles. 

To the Editor of the Fost-Diapatch. 

OME comment and .exposition of 

Mexico's religious dispute seems time- 
ly. There are simple basic principles 
involved—usually not even referred ta 
or considered of no account—which may 
be stated as follows: Has the State a 
right to legislate man’s natural rights 
away and shall any one or all churches 
or religions be held under the iron-bound 


‘control of a State. Every man has cer- 
tain inalienable natural rights—of prop- 
erty, of freedom, of conscience in re- 
ligious matters—which no man dare take 
from him. These rights are fundamen- 
tal. 

A State has rights, not of itself nat- 
urally but those only which its citizens 
Grant it freely and which are desirable 
to preserve order. Such a fright for 
instance. is granted to the State to edu- 
cate children, by their parents who alone 
have a natural right to determine how 
this shall be done. The State is only 
aiven the privilege with the parents’ con- 
sent.

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THE TARIFF AND THE FARMER. 

Evidence accumulates that the high-tariff tax bears 
heavily on the American farmer. The tariff increases 
his cost of production, increases his cost of trans- 
portation, increases the price of virtually everything 
that he buys for himself and family, decreases his 
foreign markets. Like other consumers, he pays to 
the protected interests a continuous toll. He buys in 
a protected market and sells in the worl@ market; 
the resultant disparity between the prices he pays 
and the prices he receives is at the bottom of his 
economic troubles. The sound remedy lies not in a 
subsidy for the farmer, not in adding a new tax to 
the one we already have, but in downward revision of 
the discriminatory Fordney-McCumber rates. 

In his speech at Chicago in December, President 
Coolidge laid stress on the point that there is no 
tariff on farm implements in the Fordney-McCumber 
act. That is true, but it gives a false impression. 
There is no tariff on finished farm implements, but 
there is a high tariff on iron and steel and practical- 
ly everything else that goes into the making of the 
finished product. The effect of this duty is shown by 
a table which Congressman Strong of Kansas, a Re- 
publican, has placed in the Congressional Record, com- 
paring the 1914 and the 1924 prices of farm imple- 
ments to the farmers of his State. On all the 17 
items in the list there was a large increase, in most 
cases over 100 per cent, from 1914, when the Under- 
wood (Democratic) law was in effect, to 1924. 

With these figures in mind, it is easier to under- 

stand the sharp decline in the purchasing power of 
the farmer’s dollar, as revealed in statistics of the 
Department of Agriculture. In 1913 the farmer's 
dollar was worth 100 cents; in 1914, 105 cents, and in 
1915, 103 cents. In a continuation of this study, the 
present Secretary of Agriculture, Mr. Jardine, has 
estimated that the value in 1923 was 61.3 cents; in 
1924, 62.4 cents, and in 1925, 60.3 cents. 
As facts like these sink into the farmer’s con- 
sciousness, it is becoming increasingly hard for the 
G. O. P. spellbinder to cozen him into the belief 
that the high tariff makes for his prosperity. The 
extent to which the farmer has been undeceived is 
indicated by the resolutions adopted last winter at 
the Corn Belt conference in Des Moines. Here is a 
part of whe* this meeting—a meeting, be it noted, 
made up 4imost wholly of Republicans,—-said about 
the existing tariff law: 


We do not concede that the Fordney-McCumber 
act is of great benefit to agriculture as a whole. 
On the contrary, the staggering burdens im- 
posed upon the consumers of the country through 
the act fall as heavily upon the farmer as upon 
any other class. On the one hand the farmer 
pays his full share of the heavy tariff tribute 
upon practically everything he buys, while on 
the other hand the price of his great surplus 
commodities is fixed in the world market. * * * 
If the existing tariff is such a. boon to agricul- 
ture, then how can the fact be explained that 
agriculture is at this hour staggering on the 
brink of complete collapse? 


Does the tariff on farm products help the farmer? 
There is abundant evidence, again from Republican 
sources, that it does not. It is an economic axiom 
that the world price of a surplus product which is 
shipped abroad in considerable quantities, for com- 
petition with the output from other countries, tends 
to become the domestic price. Tariffs in such a case 
can give no aid. For this we have no less an author- 
ity than the late Senator Cummins of Iowa, who, 
when asked in the Senate if he thought the farmer 
was aided by the tariff on his products, replied: “I 
do not; and it is idle for even an enthusiast to assert 
that the prices of these products are directly affected 
by the protective tariff.” Similar views of other Re- 
publican leaders might be quoted. 

Among the recent expressions on the tariff in rela- 
tion to the farmer is one by the strictly nonpartisan 
Institute of Economics, a research organization of 
Washington, D. C. In a book it has issued on “The 
Cattle Industry and Tariff” the conclusion is reached 
that “the duties now imposed on cattle and beef are 
largely futile from the standpoint of the industry, and 
bid fair to impose, both upon an important part of 
the industry itself and upon the consuming public, 
burdens that will far outweigh possible gains.” 

The gist of the whole matter is that the tariff not 
only has failed to protect the farmer, but has piled on 
him a stupendous burden. He has been short-changed 
by the Fordney-McCumber act. If the purchasing 
power of his dollar is to be increased, the oppressive 
rates of that act must come down. 
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MEXICO’S CONSTITUTIONAL INTOLERANCE. 


We set forth below the religious provisions written 
into the Mexican Constitution in 1917. 

It is these provisions that the Government now 
seeks to enforce. 

They are so repellent, so alien to our own ideas 
of the right to worship as we see fit, the right to 
own, hold and dispose of property, and finally the 
right to free speech, that further editorial comment 
seems almost unnecessary. 

There are nine major restrictions against the 
church and church institutions and clergy as follows. 
They are forbidden— 


To own church real estate, or mortgages on 
same. ; 

To own church buildings, or any other build- 
ings. 

To possess invested funds or other productive 
property. 

To maintain convents or nunneries. 

To conduct primary schools. 

To direct or administer charitable institutions. 

To solicit funds for their support outside 
church buildings. 

To hold religious ceremonies outside of church 
buildings. 

To clothe their ministers with a garb indicative 
of their calling. 


Ministers of religion are debarred from publicly 
criticising the fundamental! laws, the authorities in 
particular, or the Government in general. They may 
not vote, hold office, or assemble for political pur- 
poses. No religious periodical may comment on po- 
litical affairs. Official permission must be obtained 
before opening a new temple of worship for public 
use. The State Legislature may determine the maxi- 
mum number of ministers of religious creeds accord- 
ing to the needs of a locality. The government regu- 
lates public worship.

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A WARRANTED INVESTIGATION. 

Gov. Baker has acted wiggly in ordering the State 
Auditor to check the automobile license accounts of 
Secretary of State Charles U. Becker. 

Attorney-General Gentry, in an opinion handed the 
Governor, has charged that Becker acted without war- 
rant of law in depositing license funds in banks of 
his own choosing instead of turning them over 
“promptly” to the State Treasurer. He has said that 
the State in this manner has been deprived of large 
sums, representing the difference between the 2 per 
cent paid by the depositories selected by Becker and 
the 3.2 per cent paid by those selected by the State 
Treasurer. The opinion of the Attorney-General fol- 
lowed the closing of the Citizens’ Security Bank of 
Englewood, which received some $25,000 of the State 
automobile money and in whose affairs there appears 
to have been a deplorable intermingling of business 
and politics. 

In the circumstances, a close and impartial scrut- 
iny of the books of the Secretary of State is well 
warranted. If there has been an improper handling 
of the State license fees, amounting to more than 
$30,000,000 since the passage of the motor vehicle 
act of 1921, the people manifestly are entitled to know 
about it. If the law has been violated, corrective 
and punitive steps should be taken with the same 
promptitude that has marked the Governor's call for 
an investigation. 

Employes of Becker’s office have said that his se- 
lection of special depositories for the automobile 
funds was prompted by a desire to expedite business. 
This may turn out to be an adequate explanation of 
the course that the Attorney-General has condemned. 
Whatever the facts, they ought to be made known. 
Becker, it goes without saying, should welcome the 
inquiry. 
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THE MISSOURI TRADITION. 


According to Samuel Tait, who writes of Missouri 
in the current Mercury, there is a Missouri tradi- 
tion of political independence which runs uninter- 
ruptedly from Benton to Reed. It is characterized 
by a dogged persistence in the opposite direction. 
The’ men who have perpetuated it have been more 
mule-headed than the Missouri mule. They-have been 
more stiff-necked than the Medes, more changeless 
than the Persians. 

It all started with Benton. We have at this late 

lay a vague impression of Benton, but he seems by 
comparison to have made Reed almost agreeably ac- 
yuiescent. For instance, he opposed the annexation 
of Texas. We can imagine how that struck the ad- 
venturous Missourians of his time, almést every one 
of whom had designs on Texas. We can guess what 
the merchants, whose principal trade route ran to 
Santa Fe and thus on to Mexico, thought of Benton. 
Yet Benton always won in Missouri. He would come’ 
home, carry the battle to his foes, fight a few duels 
over on Bloody Island, and go back to Washington 
with a new commission as Unitéd States Senator in 
his coat. 
Stone took up the tradition where Benton left it. 
Stone was against going into the World War. He 
voted against the resolution declaring war upon Ger- 
many. That was political death for Stone. He had 
turned his back upon his State and his party. Unfor- 
tunately for the Missouri tradition, he died before 
he could come back and be re-elected with everybody 
against him. 

Reed followed Stone. Mr. Tait thinks Reed 
strengthened the tradition, made it more picturesque. 
We think so, too. Reed fought Wilson and the League 
of Nations. He turned upon his party, and his party 
turned upon him. He had to get Republicans to 
help send him back to the Senate, but he went back. 
Now the Democrats are so proud of him they can 
scarcely recall Thomas Jefferson. 

So there is, apparently, a respect in which Missouri 
is unlike the other states. The other states are like 
Senator Williams, who is not against us on anything; 
who wants us to tell him what we think about pro- 
hibition, so he can agree with us: who is no more 
like the Missouri mule than the Missouri mule is like 
Mr. Coolidge’s electrical hobby horse. We are afraid 
that Senator Williams is not going to get his com- 
mission renewed. It is not the way the thing is done 
in Missouri. We have a tradition to maintain. 
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ONE HUNDRED AND TWENTY-FIVE PER CENT. 


Since General-Admiral-Envoy Extraordinary Lin- 
coln C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
in charge of the dry army and navy, has returned to 
these shores with the proud report that -his effort to 
get British co-operation in his war on rum-runners 
was “125 per cent successful,” we take it that “100 
per cent” will no longer carry a punch. 

“One hundred and twenty-five per cent’’—now 
there's a phrase really red-blooded. It wil] be enough 
to damn any man as an anarchist to say hereafter 
that he is a mere “100-per-cent American.” To ex- 
press superlative excellence, to indicate that a per- 
son or thing is the bee's knees or the cat’s eyebrows, 
one will have to do a good deal better than that. 
Nothing less than Andrews’ extra 25 per cent will 
describe a wow. 

Every he-man in the country owes a debt of grati- 
tude to the General-Admiral for this enrichment of 
the American language. 
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THE SAINT OF THE POOR. 


Poverty, dreaded by most men, has been called “the 
Muse's patrimony,” “the source of human art” and 
the inspirer of the poet’s song. But it was St. Fran- 
cis of Assisi, whom all Italy has just honored by 
celebrating his 700th anniversary, who glorified pov- 
erty and made it the strongest of his religious mo 
tives. The Poverello (little poor man) of Assisi, who 
embraced poverty and spent his life ministering to 
the sick and the poor, enjoying at the same time a 
profound love of nature, and retaining his love of 
song even during his final illness, may be said to 
have trampled on the fear of poverty, a sentence in 
one of his prayers reading, “O poorest Jesus, the grace 
I beg of Thee is to bestow on me the treasure of the 
highest poverty.” 


He was, it is said, “essentially a preacher of the 
brotherhood of man and the ideal of service.” That 
he composed a great hymn to the sun when blind- 
ness had overtaken him is generally unknown. 
“Paradise Lost” and other works were written by 
Milton after he had lost his eyesight. 

Wealth can be acquired at too high a price, and 
happiness need not depend on it. The lives of such 
men are a rebuke to those who complain of ordinary 
hardahips, il] luck and the genera] troublesomeness of 
daily life.

T tween the summer weather and 

the summer shows on Broad- 
way; that from season to season 
the constant first-nighter merciful- 
ly forgets how all but unbearable 
they both can be. Given any hot 
night and any hopeless play in late 
July or early August and you will 
find the same group gathered in 
front of the theater, imp but vel- 
uable in their pathetic surprise and 
indignation.

SEBASTIAN KRESGE PAID TWO BITS FOR A LUNCH, AND TWO MILLION DOLLARS FOR A ROMANCE 
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Mrs. Kresge, second. 


The Multimillionaire Whose Fortune Came in 5 and 10 Cent Pieces Was Divorced by His First Wife After They Had Lived To- 
gether More Than a Quarter of a Century. Then He Married an Actress. Now He Is Divorcing Her. It Costs Lots of Money.

EBASTIAN KRES- 
GE, nickel and dime 
store impressario, 
financier to the ex-

000, it is reputed,

— this sometime 
hardware salesman, who hoisted himself 


from nothing to his present financial emi- 
nence, is about to enter the divorce court 
for the second time in three years. That is 
a pretty good record, even for a multimil- 
lionalire. 

The story of Sebastian Kresge is typically 
American. He was borra without anything. 
He walked miles to school. He started in 
as a salesman, made money enough to start 
his first 6-and-10, married his first wife 
out of his own store. He championed pro- 
hibition. High in his fifties, father of five 
children, his wife divorced him. Where- 
upon he married a woman much younger 
than himself, connected with the stage. The 
difficulties of this marriage arose from the 
fact the wife didn’t get all the money she 
thought her millionaire ought to transfer 
to her. And now the petition dor their di- 
vorce is waiting the action of the court. The 
story is as typically 100-per-cent American 
as any Horatio Alger would have written 
if his literary romances had taken him be- 
yond the age of adolescence. 


Sebastian Kreske was born tn Bald Mount, 
Lackawanna County, Pennsylvania, July 31, 


1867, making the gentleman 59 years old at ' 


present writing. He went to the grade 
school in Ms vicinity, walking as many as six 
miles in the morning and six miles in the 
evening to get the benefits that his school 
offered. A little later he taught at one of 
these. small schools, his monthly remunera- 
tion being $22. Then, seeing a chance for 
greater financial prosperity, he gave up 
pedagogy for the less idealistic life of a 
grocery store clerk, but one that netted him 
$28 each month. At/odd times he also took 
the handles of a plow on the farm of his 
parents, who, like sO many others in that 
part of Pennsylvania, were of Dutch descent. 


EACHED the age of 21, Kresge 
R heard the call of merchandising. He 
took himself to a commercial school, 
and there for a year he studied those 
things which were designed to turn 
one out as a worthy addition to the sales- 
man's art. Finished with his business 
curriculum, he got a job as salesman of 
something one place, salesman of some- 
thing altogether different another place; he 
held many salesmansbips at many places. 
Finally, he got a job as drummer for a tin- 
ware concern. It is an historical monu- 
ment to his thrift that in five years, in this 
capacity, he managed to save $8000. 
Kresge, his $8000 in his pocket, thought 
it was high time to get out for himself. He 
made for Memphis, Tennessee, and in part- 
nership with J. G. McCrory, there, in 1897, 
set up his first 6-and-10-cent store. | 
‘Now, employed in this store was a young

woman called Anna Harvey. she 
was 18 years old and her job was 
clerking. But, not satisfied with 
that, she took up, on the side, the 
study of accounting, and soon rose 
to the more dignified position of 
cashier. Whether this suggestion 
of ambition first caught the eye of 
the ambitious Kresge, or whether 
the proprietor was touched by a 
more tender feeling ls unknown. 
Regardless, Kresge married his 
cashier before the nickel and dime 
store had its first audit. 

The Memphis store prospered. 
Its first year’s success was enough 
tu cause Kresge and his partner to 
think of greater things. They set 
up another 65-and-10 in Detroit. A 
year later Kresge became sole 
owner of the busingss. 


HE Kresges then left Mem- 
phis and made their home In . 


Detroit. From this city, as 
his headquarters, Kresge directed 
bis nickel and dime industry. Ohne 
city after another was invaded by 
his bazars; soon they had entered 
into those municipalities desig- 
nated only as towns. The string 
grew like the chapter list of a new 
and ambitious college fraternity. 
Svon the low-price emporiums were 
everywhere. 

Before long the erstwhile farm 
boy was counting his money in the 
hundred thousands; before long he 
was figuring it in the millions; it 
grew with such rapidity that as 
time went on {it became no easy 
matter to count it. Each year his 
clieap-rate argosy made him richer. 

The Kresge fortunes grew, and 
so did the Kresge family. Five 
children were born. The Kresges, 
husband and wife, got to be known 
as religious leaders. Kresge was 
made vice president of the Metho- 
dist Union of Detroit.

The pair were divorced in Janu- 
ary, 1924. Mrs. Kresge got the 
half-million dollar Detroit home 
and other holdings which brought 
her settlement, according to esti- 
mates at that time, up to about 
$25,000,000, this settlement being 
made out of court. The 6-and-10 
man didn’t appear at the trial; the 
proceedings were not contested. 
When the case was heard, he was 
living in Detroit. Soon after he 
departed for New York. 

About this time Kresge's friends 
began to notice a change in the 
gentleman’s manners, habits and 
conversation. Sehastian Kresge, 
who had declared that 25 cents 
was enough for any man to spend 
for lunch, and who boasted he 
never spent more than that him- 
self, suddenly became the proud 
owner of 14 new suits of clothes. 
This same Kresge, whose conver- 
sation in days of yore had been 
almost exclusively confined to 
business, prohibition and religion, 
was heard now to talk almost ex- 
clusively of novels, plays and mu- 
sic. Music, especially, seemed to 
get his attention. It became so, 
it ia told, that the names of Puc- 
cint and Bizet crossed his lips 
more often than the name of 
Wayne B. Wheeler.

The new Mrs. Kresge was a coimely crea- 
ture, a woman of unusually fair complexion, 
with black eyes and hair.

When she 
was quite young, she and a young man, a 
son of a former partner of Andrew Carnegie, 
became much enamoured of each other and 
decided to get married.

Her father went searching for her and 
founa his truant daughter in New York, 
playing a minor part in something called 
“The Earl and the Girl.” He took her away 
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from Broadway and put her in the Episcopal

went back to Pittsburg. 

When she was 18 she did get married. She 
married Percival D. Harden, publisher of a 
Washington weekly that devoted itself to 
social gossip. She and her husband were 
divorced in 1919 and she took back her 
maiden name. 


The brother of Kresge'’s bride was for 
some time the millionaire’s secretary. It 
was through him that the staunch Antisa- 
loon Leaguer met Doris Mercer, the meeting 
taking place at a dinner party at a New 
York hotel. 


Once married, Kresge and the new Mrs. 
Kresge set out on their honeymoon. They 
made for the Adirondacks, then Atlantic 
City, from there to Detroit. In Detroit they

He planted-a wee bit of his rod-swarm- 
ing hanging-drop into a fresh, pure drop 
of the watery fluid of an ox-eye and in 
every one of these new drops the few rods 
grew into myriads. 


“T have grown these bacilli for eight gen- 


erations away from any animal, I have 

grown them pure, apart from any other 
; 

microbe—there is no part of the dead 


mouse’s spleen, no diseased tissue left In 
this eighth hanging-drop—~-only the chil- 
dren of the bacilli.that killed the mouse are 
in it] . . . Will these bacilli still grow in a 
mouse, or in a sheep, if I inject them—are 
these threads really the cause of anthrax?”’ 
Carefully Koch smeared a wee bit of his 
hanging-drop that swarmed with the mi- 
crobes of the eighth generation—this drop 
was murky, even to his naked eye, with 
countless bacilli—he smeared a part of this 
drop on to a little splinter of wood. Then, 
with that guardian angel who cares for dar- 
ing, stumbling, imprudent searchers of na- 
ture standing by him, Koch deftly slid this 
sliver under the skin of a healthy mouse. 


The next day Koch was bending near- 
sightedly over the body of this little crea- 
ture pinned on his dissecting board; giddy 
with hope, he was carefully flaming his 
knives. . Not three minutes later Koch 
is seated before his microscope, a bit of the 
dead creature’s spleen between two thin 
bits of glass. ‘‘I've proved it,’’ he whispers, 
‘here are the threads, the rods-—those little 
bacilli from my hanging-drop were just as 
murderous as the ones right out of the 
spleen of a dead sheep.” 

So it was that Koch found in this last 
mouse exactly the same kind of microbe 
that he had spied long before—having no 
.dea it was alive—in the blood of the first 
dead cow he had peered at when his hands 
were fumbling and his microscope was new. 
It was precisely the same kind of bacillus 
that he had nursed so carefully, through 
long successions of mice, through I do not 
know how many hanging-drops. 


IRST of all searchers, of all men that 
eve: lived, ahead of the prophet Pas- 


teur, who had. blazed the _ trail 
for him, Koch had really made sure that 
one certain kind of microbe’ causes 
yne definite kind of disease, that mis- 
erably smal) bacilli may be the  as- 
sassins of formidable animals. He had 


angled for these impossibly tiny fish, and 
spied on them without knowing anything 
at all of their habits, their lurking places, 
of how hardy they might be or how vicious, 
of how easy it might be for them to leap 
upon him from the perfect ambush thelr 
invisibflity gave them. 

Cool and stolid, Koch, now that he had 
come through these perils never thought 
himself a hero; he did not\even think of 
publishing his experiments! Today it would 
be inconcetvable for a man to ‘do such mag- 
niflecent work and discover such momentous 
secrets, and keep his mouth shut about it. 

But Koch plugged on, and it is doubtful 
whether this hesitating, entirely modest 
genius of a German country doctor realized 
the beauty or the importance of his lonely 
experiments. 


T ONE fantastic jump Koch had 
A ones out of the vast anonymous rank 


and file of pill-rollers and iland- 
ed among the most original of the search- 
ers, \and the more ingeniously he hunt- 
ed microbes, the more miserably he tend- 
ead to the important duties of his 
practice. Babies in far-off farms howled, 
but he did not come; peasants, with 
jumping aches in their teeth, waited sullen 
hours for him——and at last he had to turn 
over part of his practice to another doctor. 

It was now the year 1876, and Koch was 
thirty-four years old, and at last he emerged 
out of the bush of Wollstein, to tell the 
world—stuttering a little—that it was at 
last proved that microbes were the cause of 
disease, Koch put on his best suit and his 
gold-rimmed spectacles and packed up his 
microscope, a few hanging-drops in their 
glass cells, swarming with murderous an- 
thrax bacilli; and besides these things he 
bundied a cage into the train with him, a 
cage that bounced a little with several 
dozen healthy white mice. He took a train 
for Breslau to exhibit his anthrax microbes 
and the way they kill mice, and the weird 
way in which they turn into glassy spores— 
he wanted to demonstrate these things to 
old Professor Cohn, the botanist at the 
University, who had sometimes written him 
encouraging letters. 

Professor Cohn, who had been amazed 
at the marvelous experiments about which 
the lonely Koch had written him, old Cohn 
snickered when he thought of how this 
greenhorn doctor—who had no idea, him- 
self, of how original he was—would sur- 
prise the highbrows of the University. He 
sent out invitations to the most eminent 
medicos of the school to come to the first 
night of Koch's show. 

And they came. To hear the unscientific 
backwoodsman—they came. They came 
maybe out of friendliness to old Professor 
Cohn. But Koch didn't lecture—he was 
never much at talking—instead of telling 
them that his microbes were the true cause 
of anthrax, he showed these sophisticated 
professors. For three days and nights he 
showed them, taking them in swift steps 
through those searchings he had sweated at 
—groping and failing often—for years. 
Never was there a greater come-down for 
big-wigs who had arrived prepared to be 
indulgent to a nobody. Koch never argued 
once, he never bubbled and raved and made 
prophecies—but he slipped siivers into 
mouse tails with an unearthly cleverness, 
and the experienced professors of pathology 
opened their eyes to see him handle his 
spores and bacilli and microscopes like a 
sixty-vyear-old master. It was a knock-out! 


hold goods and moved to Breslau and 

was given a job as city physician at 
$450 a year, and was supposed to 
eke out his living with private pa- 
tients that would undoubtedly flock to be 
treated by such a brilliant man. 

So thought Cohn and Cohnheim. But the 
doorbell of Koch's little office didn’t ring, 
hardly anyone came to ring it, and so Koch 
learned that it is a great disadvantage for 
a doctor to be brainy and inquire Into the 
final causes of things. He went back to 
Wollstein, beaten, and here from 1878 to 
1880 he made long jumps alead in microbe 
hunting once more—spying on and track- 
ing down the strange sub-visible beings 
that cause the deadly infections of wounds 
in animals and in human beings. He learned 
to stain all kinds of bacilli with different 
colored dyes, so that the very tiniest mi- 
crobe would stand out clearly. In some 
unknown way he saved money enough to 
buy a camera and stuck its lens against his 
microscope and learned—no one helping 
him——how to take pictures of these little 


K mais packed up Emmy and his house- 


creatures. 

Meanwhile his friends at Breslau had not 
forgotten him and in 1880—it was like 
some bush-leaguer breaking into the big 
league—he was told by the Government to 
come to Berlin and be Extraordinary Asso- 
ciate of the Imperial Health Office. Here 
he was given a fine laboratory and a sudden 
undreamed-of wealth of apparatus and two 
assistants and enough money so that he 
could spend sixteen or eighteen hours of 
his working day among his stains and tubes 
and chittering guinea-pigs 
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By this time the news of Koch's discov- 
eries had spread to all of the laboratories 
of Europe and had crossed the ocean and 
inflamed the doctors of America. The vast 
exciting Battle of the Germ Theory was on! 
Every medical man and Profegrsor of Dis. 
eases who knew—or thought he knew—the 
top end from the bottom of a microscope set 
out to become a microbe hunter. Every 
week brought glad news of the supposed 
discovery of some new deadly microbe, 
surely the assassin of suffering from can- 
cer or typhoid fever or consumption. One 
enthusiast would shout across continents 
that he had discovered a kind of pan-germ 
that caused all diseases from pneumonia 
to the pip—only to be forgotten for an 
idiot who might claim that he had proved 
one disease, let us say consumption, to be

the result of the ‘attack of a hundred dif- 
ferent species of microbes. 

So great was the enthusiasm about germs 
-~-and the confusion-—that Koch's discov- 
eries were in danger of being laughed into 
obscurity along with the vast magazines 
full of balderdash that were being printed 
on the subject of the germ theory. 


And yet today we demand with a great 
hue and cry more laboratories, more mi- 
crobe hunters, better paid searchers to free 
us from the diseases that scourge us. How 
tutile! For progress, God must send us a 
few more infernal marvelous searchers of 
the kind of Robert Koch. 


So Koch set out to spy upon and dis- 
cover the most vicious of microbes, that 


’ mysterious marauder which each year killed 


one man, woman and child out “of every 
seven that died, in Europe, in America. 


Koch rolled up his sleeves and wiped his 


gold-rimmed glasses and set out to hunt 
down the microbe of tuberculosis. 
H Berlin and begged the bodies of 
men or women that had died of 
consumption; he spent dreary days in 
deadhouses and every evening befere his 
microscope in his laboratory, where the 
stillness was broken only by the bertle 
purrings and scurryings of guinea pigs. 
He injected the sick tissue from _ the 
wasted bodies of consumptives who had 
died into hundreds of guinea pigs, into 
rabbits and three dogs, thirteen scratching 
cats, ten flopping chickens and twelve 
pigeons. He didn't stop with these whole- 
sale insane inoculations but shot the same 
kind of deadly cheesy stuff into white mice 
and rats and field mice and into two mar- 
mots. Never in microbe hunting has there 
been such appalling thoroughness. 

“Ach! this Is a little hard on the nerves, 
this work,’ he muttered (thinking, perhaps, 
of the lightning move of the paw of one of 
his cats jabbing the germ-filled syringe 
needie into his» own hand). For Koch, 
hunting his invisible foes alone, there were 
so many disagreeable and always imminent 
possibilities of excitement—of something 
tragically worse than mere excitement... . 

But the hand of this completely unheroie¢ 
looking little microbe hunter never slipped, 


E WENT to hospitals everywhere in 
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it just grew drier and more wrinkled and 
blacker from its incessant baths in the bi. 
chloride of mercury—-that good bichloride, 
with which in those old days the groping 
microbe hunters used to swab down every- 
thing, including their own persons. Then, 
week by week, in all of Koch’s meaouwing, 
crowing, barking, clucking menageries of 
beasts those small curved bacilli grew into 


their relentless millions—and one day the 


animals died, and gave eighteen-hour-days 
of work to Robert Koch in post-mortems 
and blear-eyed peerings through the micro- 
scope. 

“It is only when a man or beast has tu- 
berculosis that I can find these blue-stained 
rods, these bacilli,"" Koch told Loeffier and 
Gaffky. “In healthy animals—I have 
looked, you know, at hundreds of them— 
I never find them.” 

“That means, without doubt, that you 
have discovered the bacillus that is the 
cause, Herr Doktor’

might make Pasteur sure, but 

FP am not at all convinced yet. 

a. a ce I have to get these bacilli out of 
the bodies of my dying animals now 
. grow them on our beef broth jelly, 


“pure colonies of these microbes I must get, 


and cultivate them for months, away 
from any living creatures... .and then, 
if I inoculate these ciitivations into good 
healthy animals, and they get tuberculosis 

."" and Koch's sober wrinkled face smiled 
for a moment. Loeffler and Gaffky, 
ashamed of their jumping at conclusions, 
went back awed to their own searchings. 

Testing every possible combination that 
his head could fhvent, Koch set out to try 
to grow his bacilli pure on beef-broth jelly. 
He made a dozen different kinds of good 
soup for them. It was no go! 

But one day a reason for his failures 
popped into Koch's head: ‘The trouble is 
that these tubercle bacflli will only grow 
in the bodies of living creatures—they are 
maybe almost complete parasites—I must 
fix a food for them that is as near as pos- 
sible like the stuff a living animal's body 
is made of!" 


So it was that Koch invented his famous 
food—blood-serum jelly—for microbes that 
are too finicky to grow on common prov- 
ender. He went to string-butchers and’ got 
the clear, straw-colored serum from the clot- 
ted blood of freshly slaughtered healthy 
caftle and carefully heated this fluid to kill 
all the stray microbes that might have 
fallen into ft. Delicately he poured this 
serum into each one of dozens of narrow 
test tubes, and placed these on a slant s6 
that there would be a long fiat surface on 
which to smear the sick consumptive tis- 
sues. Then ingeniously he heated each tube 
just hot enough to make the serum set, on 
a siant, into a clear beautiful jelly. 


HAT morning a guinea pig, sadly rid- 
died with tuberculosis, had died. 


He dissected out of it a couple of 
the grayish yellow tubercles, and then, 
with a wire of platinum, he streaked 
bits of this bacillus-swarming stuff on 
the muvoist surface of his serum felly, 
on tube after tube of it. Then, with 
that drawing in and puffing out of breath 
that comes after a nasty plece of work 
well done, Koch took his tubes and put 
them in the oven—at the exact tempera- 
ture of a guinea-pig’s body. 

Day after day Koch hurried in the morna- 
ing to his incubating oven, and took out 
his tubes and held them close to his gold- 
rimmed glasses, and saw—nothing. 

“Well, I have failed again,’ he mumbled 
—{it was the fourteenth day after he had 
planted his consumptive stuff — “every 
other microbe I have ever grown multiplies 
Into large colonies In a coyple of days, but 
here, confound it—there#is nothing, noth- 
ing. . 

Any other man would have pitched these 
barren disappointing serum-fubes out, but 
at. this stubbly-haired country doctor's 
shoulder his familiar demon whispered: 
“Walt—be patient, my master—you know 
that tubercle germs sometimes take months, 
years to kill men. Maybe, too, they grow 
very slowly in the serum tubes.” So Koch

Pangalos, son of 
General Theoaore Pangalos, dictator of the 
Hellenes. The Greek people have a new na- 
tional hero. It is not because Odisseo Pan- 
galos is the son of their self-appointed and 
iron-fisted ruler. It is because Odisseo 
Pangalos has defied his father’s autocratic 
power—for love. 

Since Leander swam the Hellespont all 
Greece has loved a lover. It loves not less 
this youth whose daring has not only issued 
challenge to the seas, but has defied the will 
the nation dares not question. 

“You cannot marry Rita 
thundered Papa Pangalos. 
plans for you.’ 

His son waited not to hear those other 
plans. ‘‘I ‘will marry her, sir,” he quietly 
said. 

Odisseo’s defiance ended the interview. It 
was the beginning, fittingly enough, of an 
Odyssey of love. There were idyllic days in 
Corfu, where Ulysses himself had journeyed

on his Odyssey, near to where that wanderer 


met fair Nausicaa. There were days of bit- 
ter exile on a barren island in the blue 
Icarian sea. Adventures came by water and 
by land before the lovers were reunited in 
Serbia's busy capital for happy days to- 
gether. There is to be a honeymoon in 
London. 

All's well that ends well. But his inter- 
ference with the affaftrs of his family hasn't 
ended so well for Paph Pangalos. though as 
dictator he has interfered in the affairs of 
all Greece with impunity. His dream of 
dynasty is done. He has brought his coun- 
try into diplomatic clash with Serbia and 
has been forced to humbie his fierce pride 
when told to mind his business. His dignity 
is wounded to the quick. Though he rage 
inwardiy against his people because they 
venerate his eon, he has not dared yet to 
issue a ukase against that portrait. He 
knows that everyone in Athens admires his 
son. He knows that women just adore the 
boy. And he, whose memory is long. re- 
members the Greek people have quickly 
tired of rulers these last years, and that in 
ancient times they banished Aristides with- 
out a better reason than that he was called 
“the just.” 


HAT General Pangalos’ plans were 
WW with regard to his son he has not 

told. He is not a man to reveal 
his plans. He learned a lesson once, 
when, in 1922, while he was command- 
ing the Greek Army in Thrace. he started 
to march on and take Constantinople. 
Possibly he might have succeeded—amil- 
itary experts say he had a chance—had 
he not told his plan to a trusted lieutenant 
who informed his enemies in Athens. At 
that time Premier Venezilos was in Lusanne 
attempting to negotiate the withdrawal of 
Turkish power from Europe. But his friends 
at home smashed Pangalos' plan by which 
the General had hoped to make himself-a na- 


tional hero as a stepping stone toward seiz- . 


ing the Government of Greece. 

Pangalos is-like that. Sudden. Quick. 
Decisive. And always with an eye that is 
greedy of power. He comes from Albanian 
stock, although he was born on the classic 


| island of Salamis. The blood of mountain 
warriors races through his veins. Early he 


chose to follow a career of soldiering. After 
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study at the military college at Athens he 
continued his education in Paris, and on the 
battlefield. Since 1916. when he command- 
ed a regiment on the Macedonian front. his 
career has been meteoric. With ruthless 
military tactics he has surprised his ene- 
mies, and advanced himself, and with each 
advancement has consolidated and fortified 
bis political situation. 

It is probable that the Genera! had in 
mind a marriage for his son that would have 
entrenched him in Bis place as dictator and 
possibly have fixed upon the Hellenes a 
Pangalos dynasty. 

But Odisseo had other plans 

Odisseo Pangalos coesn't look like the 
Greek god of popular conception. But he is 
handsome, clean-cut, magnetic His ova! 
face is surmounted by a high. rounded fore- 
head, his eyes are not less frank for their 
eparkiing brilliance. His is a sensitive 
well-modeled nose. His mouth is large. 
generous, firm, yet sensual. His chin. like 
his father's. is firm-set. 

One would think of him more as a north- 
erner than asa Greek. He is simple of man- 
ner, generous of spirit, loves sport, hates 
politics, is a man’s man. and perhaps a 
woman's man, but not a politician's man 

His father designed voung Odissed for 
the Navy. After preliminary studies in 
Greek schools he was trained by 8British 
Naval officers. There is quite a bit of the 
Englishman reflected in his manner 

Pangalos pere was going to have a son 
worthy of such a sire. A trained fighter. a 
commander, an executive. a fit ruler of men 
But something happened. 

A friend of Odisseo Pangaios entertained 
for the dictator's son. There was dancing 
Not a more select company could modern 
Athens boast. 


MONG the guests was Rita Triplio- 
vich, who lived with her parents in 


Athens although she had been born 
in Dalmatia. and who was of Serbian citi- 
zenship. Odisseo Pangalos danced with the 
beautiful Dalmatian. Before he knew it he 
was in love. So was Rita Tripliovich 

What a girl! Her profile chiselled as bi 
the hand of Praxiteles. her dark eves were 
like deep pools of love and mysterv. her 
wealth of dark brown hair was worthy in- 
deed the poet's phrase—‘‘a woman's crown- 
ing glory.” 

They could not see enough of each other 
They became almost inseparable Young 
Pangalos asked their daughter's hand of 
Mile. Tripliovich’s parents. They were hon- 
ored, and delighted. 

And then, bursting with happiness. Odis- 
seo Pangalos broke the news to his father 

“You cannot marry her.” 

Love laughs at locksmiths—and at pa- 
rental bans. Odisseo Pangalo#continued to 
see the Dalmatian beauty. “Wait.” he 
would say, ‘“‘I'll win my father over.’ 

Suddenly, and without warning. came the 
dictator's order. His son was not to see the 
girlagain. And Papa Pangalos has a.way of 
making sure of things. He'd settle the thing 
Once for all, he thought. by exiling the maid 
He sent for two members of his secret serv- 
fe. By his orders they took Rita Triplio- 
vich to the Serbian border.

did not piteh the tubes out, and on the 
morning of the fifteenth’ day he game back 
to his incubator-—to find the velvety sur- 
face of the serum jelly covered with tiny 
glistening specks! Koch reached a trem- 
bling hand for his pocket lens, clapped it 
to his eye and peered at one tube after 
another, and through his lens these glisten- 
ing specks swelled out into dry tiny scales. 

In a daze Koch pulled the cotton plug 
out of one of his tubes, mechanically he 
flamed its mouth In the sputtering blue fire 
of the Bunsen burner, with a platinum wire 
he picked off one of these little flaky col- 
onles—-they must be microbes—and not 
knowing how or what, he got them .before 


his microscope. 

TT var he Knew that he had got to a 
warm inn on the stony road of 
his adventure--here they were, count- 

less myriads of these same bacilli, 
crooked rods that he had (tirst 
in the lung of the dead workman. They 
were motionless, but surely multiply- 
ing and alive—--they were delicate and 
finicky about their food and feeble in 
size. but more savage than hordes of Huns 
and more murderous than ten thousand 
nests of rattlesnakes. 

Insanely, Koch completed this most fan- 
tastic test by sticking his microbes from the 
serum cultivation into—a goldfish. 

Days dragged by, weeks passed, and every 
day Koch walked into his workship in the 
morning and made straight for the cages and 
jars that held these momentous animals. 
The goldfish continued to open and shut his 
mouth and swim placidly about fn his round- 
hellled bowl. The frogs croaked unconcern- 
edly and the eels kept all of their slippery 
liveliness; the tortdise now and then stuck 
his head out of his shell and seemed to wink 
an eye at Koch, as iftosay: “Your tubercle 
bugsare food for me—-give me some more.”’ 

But while~his injections worked no harm 
t> these creatures, that do not in the course 
of nature get consumption anyway---at the 
Same time the guineapigs began to droop, 
to Iie pitifully on their sides, gasping. One 
by one they. died, thei: bodies wasting ter- 
ribly into tubercles. . 

Now Koch had forged the 
the chain of his experiments and was ready 
to give his news to the world: The bacil- 
lus, the true cause of tuberculosis had heen 
trapped, discovered! When suddenly he de- 
cided there was one more thing to do. 

“Human beings surely must catch these 
bacilli by inhaling them, in dust. or 
from the coughing of people sick with 
consumption, I wonder will healthy animals 
be Infected that way. ton?’ At once Koch 
began to.devise ways of doing this experi- 
ment --it was a job.

THE MICROBE HUNTERS 


the animals,’ he pondered. But this was a 
more serious business than turning 10,000 
murderers out of jail... . 

Like the good hunter that he was, he 
took a chance with the dangers that he 
couldn't avoid. He built a big box and put 
guinea-pigs and mice and rabbits inside it 
and set this box in the garden. Then, 
through the window he ran a lead pipe that 
opened in a spray nozzle inside the box, and 
for three days, for half an hour each day, 
he sat in his laboratory. purnping at a pair 
of bellows that shot a polsonous mist of 
bacilli intO the box--to be breathed by the 
cavorting beasts inside it. 

In 10 days three of the rabbits were gasp- 
ing, fighting for that precious air that their 
sick lungs could not longer eive them. In 25 
davs the guineapigs had done their humble 
work——one and all they were dead, of 
tuberculosis. 


On March 24, 1882, in Berlin, there was 
a meeting of the Physiological Society in a 
plain small room made magnificent by the 
presence of the most brilliant men of sclence 
in Germany Paul Ehrlich was there and 
the most eminent Professor Rudolph Vir- 
chow. who had but lately sniffed at this 
crazy Koch and his alleged bacilli of dis- 
ease--—and nearly all of the famous German 
battlers against disease were there. 


BESPECTACLED, wrinkled, small 
Am rose and put his face close 

to his papers and fumbled with them. 
The papers quivered = and his voice 
shook a little as he started to speak. With 
an admirable modesty Robert Koch told 
these men the plain story of the way 
he had searched out the invisible as- 
kassin of one human being out of every 
seven that died. With no oratorical rais- 
ings of his voice he told these disease fight- 
ers that the physicians of the world were 
now able to learn all of the habits of this 
bacillus of tuberculosis—-thia smallest but 
most savage enemy of men. Koch recited to 
them the lurking places of this slim microbe. 
its strengths and weaknesses, and he showed 
them how they might begin the fight to 
Wipe out this sub-visible deadly enemy. 

At last Koch sat down, to wait for the dis- 
cussion, the inevitable arguments and objec- 
tions that greet the finish of revolutionary 
papers. But no man roxe to his feet, no 
word was spoken, and finally eyes began to 
turn toward Virchow. the oracle, the Tsar 
of German science, the thunderer whose 
mere frown had ruined great theories of 
disease 

All eyes looked at him, but Virchow got 
up, put on his hat, and left the room-—he 
had no word to say. 


If old Leeuwenhoek, 200 years before, had 
made so astounding a discovery, Europe of 
the seventeenth century would have heard 
the news in months. But In 1882 the newa 
that Robert Koch had found the microbe of 
tubefculosis trickled out of the little room of 
the Physiological Socfety the same evening, 
sang to Kamchatka and to San Francisco on 
the cable wires that night, and exploded on 
the front pages of the newspapers in the 
inorning. Then the world went wild over 
Koch, doctors boarded ships and hopped 
trains for Berlin to learn from him the se- 
cret of hunting microbes; vast crowds of 
them rushed to Berlin to sit at Koch's feet to 
learn how to make beef-broth jelly and now 
to stick syringes full of germs into the wig- 
xling carcasses of guineapigs. 

Pasteur’s deeds had set France hy the 
ears, but Koch's experiments with the dan- 
Kerous tubercle bacilli rocked the earth and 
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Koch waved worshipers away, saying: 

“This discovery of mine is not such a 
great advance.”’ 

In 1883 the Asiatic cholera knocked at 
the door of Europe. This cholera had stolen 
out of its lurking place in India and slipped 
mysteriously across the sea and over desert 
sands to Egypt; suddenly a murderous epi- 
demic of it exploded in Alexandria and Eu- 
rope across the Mediterranean was fright- 
ened. in Alexandria the streets were still 
with fear; the murderous virus——no one had 
the slightest notion of what kind of an in- 
Visible beast it was—-this virus I say, 
sneaked into healthy men in the morning, 
doubled them into knots of spasm-racked 
agony by afternoon and put them to rest be- 
yond the reach of all pain by night. 


HEN a strange race started between 

| Pasteur and Koch, which meant 
between France and Germany, to 
search out the microbe of this cholera that 
flared threatening on the horizon. Koch 
and Gaffky went armed with microscopes 
and a menagerie of animals from Ber- 
lin: Pasteur-—-who was desperately busy 
struggling to conquer the mysterious 
microbe of hydrophobia——sent the brilliant 


and devoted Emile Roux and the silent Thu: 


‘lljer, youngest of the microbe huntefs: of 
Europe. Koch and Gaffky worked, forgefting 
to eat or sleep; they toiled in dreadful 
rooms, cutting up the bodies of Egyptians 
dead of cholera; in their muggy laboratory 
with the air fairly dripping with a steamy 
heat, sweat dropping off the ends of their 
noses on to the lenses of their microscopes, 
they shot stuff from the tragic carcasses of 
just-dead Alexandrians into apes and dogs 
and hens and mice and cats. But while these 
rival teams of searchers hunted frantically 
the epidemic began to fade away as mysteri- 
ously as it came. None of.them had yet 
found a microbe they could surely accuse, 
and all of them-——there ta a kind of twisted 
humor in this-—-grumbled as they saw death 
receding, their chance of trapping their prey 
slipping from them. 

Koch and Gaffky were getting ready to 
return to Berlin, when one morning a fright- 
ened messenger came to them and_ told 
them: “Dr. Thuillier of the French com- 
mission is dead of-—cholera."’ 


OCH and Pasteur hated éach other 
k Sincerely and enthusiastically, like 
the good patriots they 


were, but 
now the two Germans went to. the 
bereaved Roux and offered their help and 
their condolences: and Koch was one. 
Of those that carried in a plain box to 
its last home the body of Thuiliier, 


this daring young Thuillier whom the miser- 
ably weak—but treacherous-—cholera microbe 
bad turned upon and done to death before 
he had ever had a chance to spy upon and 
trap it. At the grave Koch laid wreaths 
upon the coffin: ‘‘They are very simple,’’ 
he said, ‘‘but they are of laurel, such as are 
given to the brave.” 


The funeral of this first of the martyred 
microbe hunters over, Koch hurried back to 
Berlin with certain mysterious boxes that 
held specimens that he had painted with 
powerful dyes, and these specimens had in 
them a curious microbe shaped like a com- 


ina. Koch made his report to the Minister of 
State ‘“T have found a germ,” he said, ‘“‘In 
all cases of cholera. but I haven't 


proved yet that it is the cause. Send me to 
India, where cholera is always smoldering— 


what I have found justifies your sending 
me there.”

So Koth sailed from Berlin for Calcutta, 
with the fate of Thuillier hanging over him, 
drolly chaperoning 50 mice and dreadfully 
annoyed by seasickness. I have often won- 
dered what his fellow passengers took him 
for —probably they guessed that he was 
some earnest little missionary or a serious 
professor intent to delve into ancient Hindu 
lore 
Koch found his comma bacillus in the dead 
bodies of every one of the 4U carcasses into 
which he peered, and he unearthed the same 
microbe in the intestines of patienta at the 
moment the fatal disease hit them. But he 
never found this germ in any of the hun- 
dreds of healthy Hindus that he examined, 
nor in any animal, from mice to elephants. 
Quickiy Koch learned to grow the comma 
bacillus pure on beef-broth jey, and once 
he had it imprisoned in his tubes he studied 
all the habits of this vicious little vegetable, 
how it perished quickly when he dried it the 
least bit, how it could aneak into a healthy 
man by way of the soiled linen of patients 
that had died. He dredged this comma 
microbe up out of the stinking water of the 
tanks around which clustered the miserable 
Hindu’s huts—-sad hovels from which drift- 
ed the moans of helpiess ones that were 
dying of cholera. 


and here he was received like 

some returning victorious General. 
“Cholera never rises spontaneously,” he told 
his audience of learned doctors; ‘no 
healthy map can ever be attacked by 
cholera unless he swallows the comma mi- 
crobe, and this germ can only develop from 
its like——-it cannot be produced from 
any other thing, or out of nothing. And 
it is only in the intestines of man, or 
in highly polluted water like that of India, 
that it can grow.” 

It’ is thanks to these bold searchings of 
Robert Koch that Europe and America no 
Jonger dread the devastating raids of these 
puny but terri! little murderers from the 
Orient—and their complete extermination 
from the world waits only upon the civiliza- 
tion and sanitation of India. . . 

From the German Emperor's hand Koch 
now received the Order of the Crown, with 
Star, but in spite of that hia countrified hat 
continued to fit his stubbly head, and when 
admirers adored him he only said to them: 
“T have worked as hard as I could... if 
my success has been greater than that of 
most... the reason is that I came in my 
wanderings through the medical field upon 
regions where the gold was still lying by the 
wayside . and that is no great merit.” 

But we come to the end of the great days 

of Robert Koch, and the exploits of Louis 
Pasteur begin once more to push Koch and 
al' other microbe hunters into the back- 
ground of the world’s attention. Let us 
leave Koch while his ambitious but well- 
meaning countrymen prepare, without know- 
ing it, a disaster for him, a tragedy that, 
alas, has partly tarnished the splendor of his 
‘rapping of the microbes that murder ani- 
mals and men with anthrax and cholera and 
tuberculosis. But before you read the per- 
fect and brilliant finale of the gorgeous ca- 
reer of Pasteur, I beg leave to remove my 
hat and make bows of respect to Koch---the 
man who really proved that microbes are our 
most deadly enemies, who brought microbe 
hunting near to being a science, the man 
who is now the partly forgotten captain of 
an obscure herolec age

Then Clemence Cowles that was got 
to work. She sold all her jewels. She 
rented two rooms in the building 
which once had held her husband's 
magnificent offices. She ueclared she'd 


carry on his work for him. Morse had 
hardly donned his prison clothes be- 
fore she started tales of the dire ill- 
ness with which he was beset. 

The. woman threw all her energy 
and thought into a campaign to free 
her man. She was always at it, speed- 
ing from New York to the capital, from 
there to Atlanta, and back again. She 
interviewed Congressmen, Senators, 
officers of the Department of Justice. 
She told her story-to bankers and cap- 
ifalists. She spared herself nothing. 
She drew up a petition, asking clem- 
ency for Morse because of his state of 
health. And then she went from one 
influential man to another, begging 
them to sign it. And many of them 
did, not because all of them thought 
Charles Morse should be freed, but be- 
cause of the woman's untiring devo- 
tion. 

Finally, the case was put. before 
President Taft. Reports from Atlanta 
said Morse was in a precarious condi- 
tion. The President permitted his 
transfer to the Government hospital at 
Hot Springs, Arkansas. But this was 
not enough for his wife. She kept at 
her work. More pressure was brought 
to bear, and finally the President sent 
a board of army surgeons to examine 
the banker, who had again been re- 
turned to an army hospital near 
Atlanta. 

The board examined Morse and Sur- 
geon-General Torney made this report 
to President Taft: 

‘A careful review of these reports 
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makes it clear to my mind that he ts 
suffering from a combination of dia- 
eases due to degenerative changes, 
which are incurable and progressive. 
The reports show that both the condi- 
tion of the kidneys and heart are 
growing worse. I regard the attack 
of cardiac dyspnoea, or heart block, 
from which he suffered on the morn- 
ing of_the fifteenth instant, an om- 
inous occurrence. In my opinion the 
prisoner's duration of life will be, In 
all probability, less than one month, if 
kept in confinement, and in the event 
of his release under commutation of 
sentence it is not probable that he 
will live as long as six months.” 


this official communication of his 
board of army surgeons. It was 
much for the President’s large 
Poor fellow, a month of life 
if he remained in prison, only six 
months if he was released. And the 
President had every reason to believe 
and have faith in the official report. 
He commuted Morse’s sentence. 

A member of the Department of 
Justice brought the commutation pa- 
pers to Clemence Morse, who was then 
in Washington, and she hurried with 
them to Atlanta. She and her hus- 
band took ship for Europe. The six 
months that were left of Morse’s span 
of life passed and Morse, instead of dy- 
ing, was living a luxurious and pleas- 
ant life in Europe. 

Clemence Morse and her husband 
returned to America. It was learned 
he had made $7,500,000 through spec- 
ulations since his release from prison. 
He got into steamboat transportation. 
Along came the war. Morse built a 
shipyard and ‘got contracts to make

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merchant vessels for the Government. 
He was accused of selling a registered 
American ship to Tunis, without ob- 
taining the necessary sanction of the 


United States Shipping Board. The 
charge was dropped. He was indicted 
for defrauding the United States Ship- 
building Corporation In contracts, but 
he beat the case. 

Clemence Morse had not visited her 
realtives and friends in Auxvasse since 
1922. Her husband had been ill; he 
had suffered two strokes of paralysis, 
and hie wife, as she had always done, 
kept close to him so she might help 
him. Morse liked to have her near. 
On those earlier occasions when she 
visited Auxvasse there always came a 
stream of letters and telegrams from 
him. And, opening them, she would 
turn to her nephew, Bernard Cowles, 
and say: “Look at that boy. He wants 
me to come home.” Which she usual- 
ly did, cutting her visit short by sev- 
eral days. 

The letters more recently received in 
Auxvasse from Clemence Morse did not 
seem so cheerful as they once had 
been. She seemed to be troubled. But 
she promised, if her husband's health 
permitted it, to visit this village again 
in a short time. 

The other day a news dispatch came 
over the wires from New York that 
Charles Morse, indicted almost five 
years ago for using the mails to de- 
fraud in the sale of steamship com- 
pany stock, had lost his fight in the 
Federal Court to keep from being 
brought to trial.
